COTTEKILL 
Congresswoman Elizabeth H oltzm an (D -N .Y.), sp eaking 
at a testim onial dinner Satu rday night for cou nty legisla­ 
tu re candidate B arbara D eStefano, said th a t she wou ld 
su p p ort Congressman H am ilton Fish’s bill before the Hou se 
to rescind congressional p ay raises. 
Bu t Ms. H oltzm an, who, u nlike Fish, v oted in fav or of 
th e legislation back in Ju ly , q u alified th at statem ent by 
say ing, “ If we cou ld sep arate ou t th at v ote, 1 wou ld su p p ort 
it,” She ex p lained her v ote in fav or of the original 
legislation by noting, “T here was no way p rocedu rally to 
elim inate the congressional p ay raise from the rest of the 
p ackage.“ 
The legislation gav e congress a cost of liv ing wage 
increase “ in p erp etu ity ,” bu t the p ackage also inclu ded p ay 
raises for some 17 ,000 federal 
su p er bu reau crats 
and 
ju dges. 
Fish, a M illbrook Rep u blican who rep resents the ‘25 th 
Congressional D istrict, has introdu ced a bill that wou ld 
rescind the congressional p ay raises. T hat legislation is 
cu rrently u nder stu dy in Hou se com m ittee. 
The testim onial dinner for Ms. D eStefano, a D em ocratic 
candidate for the Ulster Cou nty Legislatu re from D istrict 
6 (Esop u s and Rosendale), was a sell-ou t affair at the SRS 
Home in Cottekill. Both M s. DeStefano and M s. H oltzm an 
were introdu ced at the dinner by A ssem bly m an M au rice 
Hinchey (D-101). 
Ms. H oltzm an’s dinner address, as well as com m ents at 
an earlier p ress conference, cov ered a broad range of 
su bjects, b u t the em p hasis was on economic issu es. She was 
p articu larly critical of President Ford’s economic p olicies. 
Term ing Ford’s v iew of national p roblem s “ p arochial,” 
Ms. H oltzm an said, “ He has to begin to u nderstand th at 
the p roblem s of the cou ntry are not as sim p le as the 
p roblems of Grand R ap ids (the p resident’s home town in 
M ichigan).” Accu sing the p resident of ex orbitant u se of his 
v eto p owers and term ing the chief ex ecu tiv e’s p rograms for 
the economy and energy "p oorly thou ght ou t, 
Ms. 
H oltzm an added, “ He offers u s a bankru p t p olicy and I, 
for one. hav e giv en u p try ing to u nderstand his thinking.” 
The New York City D em ocrat cited the p resident’s energy ' 
p rogram for decontrol of oil as “ty p ical of his do-nothing 
p rogram .” She m aintained th a t oil p rice decontrols wou ld 
lead to the loss of at least 5 00,000 jobs and “wou ld p u t u s 
right back in a recession.” 
“ He has showed trem endou s comp assion for the Penn 
C entral’s and Lockheed’s of this nation, y et he can tu rn his 
back on New York City and the u nem p loy ed,” she said. 
Ms. H oltzm an also discu ssed the on-going inv estigation 
of the CIA. “ W e’v e got to insu re th a t the CIA is doing a 
good and thorou gh job,” she com m ented, “If there isn’t a 
watchdog they often not only don t do the job they re 
su p p osed to be doing bu t get inv olv ed in other things as 
well . . . no agency of the federal gov ernm ent shou ld be 
abov e the scru tiny of the congress.” 
On the eq u al rights am endm ent, she said: “It is a v ery 
im p ortant thing . . . I hop e th at ev ery one will get behind 
it so th at this nation can m ake good on the p romise of the 
fou nding fathers for eq u al rights for ev ery one." 
On the sam e su bject, howev er, Ms. D eStefano com ­ 
m ented th a t she has talked to sev eral women who feel the 
ERA is “threatening” to hom em akers. She said she wou ld 
inv estigate the ram ifications of the am endm ent fu rther to 
determ ine if, in fact, th a t is tru e.

Deliv ering some down home Pop u list p hilosop hy with a 
sou thern drawl somewhere between LBJ and Gomer Py le, 
former O klahom a Senator Fred H arris brou ght his p residential 
cam p aign to Kingston Satu rday afternoon. 
There were abou t 5 0 p ersons on hand at the U nitarian 
Fellowship C hu rch H all on Henry Street, sm all by p residential 
standards bu t H arris seem ed satisfied since there had been only 
24 hou rs notice of his coming. 
The candidate was alm ost on tim e — som ething rare in any 
cam p aign — and sp oke for a solid half hou r before fielding 
q u estions from the au dience. 
He m ade it clear at the onset that he was a seriou s contender 
desp ite p olls that show him ru nning far behind the u su al gaggle 
of candidates at this tim e of y ear. 
"D on't believ e them ex p erts,” he adv ised. "T hose ex p erts are 
alway s wrong, not som etim es wrong. Alway s wrong." 
Harris, cam p aigning for the D em ocratic nom ination for 
p resident since Sep tem ber of last y ear, went on to say that 
"V irtu ally ev ery thing believ ed abou t p residential cam p aigns is 
wrong.” 
On “starting too early .” . . . “JFK started ru nning for 
p resident the m inu te after he lost the v ice-p residential nom i­ 
nation.” 
On his standing in the p olls (abou t three p ercent) com p ared 
to George M cGov ern's at a com p arable stage "M cG ov ern went 
into New H am p shire w ith a fiv e p ercent rating. And he lost 
to M u skie. A lot of p eop le forgot th a t.” 
Harris insisted that the “ p olls follow the p rim aries, rather 
than p redict them .” 


H arris sees new federal laws on cam p aign financing as the 
key to his cam p aign and the reason he can com p ete effectiv ely 
with candidates who may hav e greater sou rces of rev enu es. 
The new law sets strict limits on how m u ch any indiv idu al

fu nds from the federal treasu ry for those candidates who raise 
a m inim u m am ou nt of money on their own. "G iv e me fiv e 
dollars and the federal gov ernment will m atch it,” said H arris. 
"Giv e me fiv e and y ou ’re giv ing me 10.” 
Cam p aign financing and major changes in the D em ocratic 
p rim ary p rocess im p lem ented by the M cGov ern ( om m ission, 
which H arris ap p ointed while N ational D em ocratic chairm an, 
makes H arris, said Harris, the most seriou s of contenders. 
In fact, he talked like a front ru nner, p ointing ou t that 
candidates who hav en’t gotten started by now — the New 


H am p shire p rim ary is only six m onths away — m ay hav e a 
hard tim e catching u p with him H arris said that p eop le are 
"com m itting” them selv es to his cam p aign at the rate of 1,000 
a week; that he has cam p aign organizations in 4 3 states and 
in “ v igorou s” organizations in 30 of the 39 New York con 
gressional districts The D em ocratic national conv ention will 
be held in New Y’ork City nex t su m m er. 
H arris’ talk w asn’t all p olitical organization; the key issu e as 
he sees it is on« * of class: the hav es (big bu siness, big labor, 
big gov ernm ent) against the hav e-nots: the working p eop le of 
America 


T h inks P resid ent Ford shou ld be defeated nex t y ea r “ on the 
p rice of gasoline alone.” 


H arris claim s broad su p p ort among the workers, su ggesting 
a sp ectru m th at ranges from W allace to McGov ern. 
He tou ched lightly on local (state) issu es, agreeing that “of 
cou rse” the federal gov ernm ent shou ld assist New York City 
while stating th at W ashington shou ld also take ov er welfare 
“ becau se it’s a national p roblem 
He thinks President Ford shou ld be defeated nex t y ear “on 
the p rice of gasoline alone.” 
He’s op p osed to nu clear p ower as an alternate form ol energy 
at this tim e “ We don’t know how to bu ild those things and 
we don’t know what to do w ith the w aste,“ he said 
T hey 're 
ju st not s a fe " The au dience, many of whom worked in 
McGov ern s cam p aign locally two y ears ago, resp onded warmly 
to his call for a nu clear p ower m oratoriu m .

The wom an, May Fitzgerald of 15 West 
C hestnu t Street, was shaken bu t u ninju red. A 
p olice sp okesm an said p ellets from the .4 10 
gau ge shotgu n "m issed her head by inches.” 


Carney was arrested at a relativ e’s home in 
Port Ewen some eight hou rs after the incident. 
Police said he offered no resistance, althou gh he 
was still arm ed with the shotgu n. 


Police wou ld not rev eal a motiv e for C arney ’s 
alleged actions. 


The bizarre incident began at abou t 5 a.m . 
Satu rday . M rs. Fitzgerald was seated in the

ERA (Equal Rights Amend 
fnent) in still surrounded by fl 
tremendous grey area on such 
issues as child custody cases, 
social security benefits, 
alimony: right to privacy and 
Bo one will really know just 
how the amendment will affect 
state and local laws if it is 
passed by New York State's 
voting public in November 


The issue of ERA was ex­ 
plored at a YWCA sponsored 
luncheon meeting Thursday at 
the 209 Clinton Avenue site 
and steering the discussion in 
favor of ERA was Dorothy 
Vilches, president of the 
lieague of Women Voters of 
Ulster County. 
In her support of ERA, the 
I.WV 
president 
emphasized 
the amendment “ will not take 
away any rights, it will guar­ 


antee those rights, expand and 
support them. ERA does not 
apply to any present social 
conditions including such is­ 
sues as divorce, child support 
and related problems. These 
problems will continue to be 
supported bv judicial courts 
with decisions based on the 
merits of each case, the speak­ 
er concluded. 
Despite the controversy 
about ERA, the amendment 


itself consists of just 25 words, 
Mrs. 
Vilches 
pointed 
out. 
These are: “ Equality of rights 
under the law shall not be 
denied or abridged by the 
State of New York or any 
subdivision thereof on account 
of sex.” 
Ms. Vilches outlined bene­ 
fits women would derive from 
passage of New York State’s 
ERA. The best known and 
most widely accepted is equal 
pay for equal work. It also 


includes equal educational op­ 
portunities and equal job op­ 
portunities. The speaker also 
stressed that passage of ERA 
would not force homemakers 
to seek outside employment. 


"Eight percent of the women 
in the United States stay home 
—they are homemakers. ERA 
would not demand a change of 
status for them. Hut for the 41 
percent of women who are em­ 
ployed (total labor force) and 


who feel they are denied equal­ 
ity, ERA will strengthen their 
cause. It should be remem­ 
bered also that 37 percent of 
all poor families are headed by 
women and 57 percent of these 
are black. Their rights must be 
reaffirmed,’’ she said. 
Nancy Prymak, spokesman 
for Operation Awake, an or­ 
ganization opposed to passage 
of ERA, cited the amendment 
has already been voted down 
in Pennsylvania and Washing 


ton, D.C. She and other oppo 
nents of ERA discussed child 
custody cases where decisions 
were already being made with 
ERA as the guide and that 
there are sufficient laws exist­ 
ing today which negate the 
necessity of an equal rights 
amendment. 
Ms. Prymak also stated that 
two states have recinded their 
“ yes’’ votes, that there is really 
no 
constitutional 
‘right 
of 
privacy,’ and that the State of 


Virginia has studied ERA and 
does not recommend it* pas­ 
sage. One speaker felt New 
York State should establish a 
com m ission which would 
make an in-depth study of 
ERA before asking the public 
to vote on it. Supporters of 
ERA said: 
“ There comes a time when 
you must have faith in your 
government and your elected 
o ffic ia ls ” concluded Ms.

“ I am fighting insanity— I am not fighting 
reasonable laws governing divorce, custody ol 
children or those granting labor protection. Hut 
why should the working wife gain rights at the 
expense of the housewife. 
This is how Mrs. 
Nancy Prymak of Kingston, coordinator of 
Operation Wake-Up, feels about the issue of 
E RA (Equal Rights Amendment). 
Mrs. Prymak told The Freeman she is not 
against women’s rights. “ That would be ridicu­ 
lous!” She takes LW V (League of Women 
Voters) to task, however, for “ ...Enforcing a 
herd mentality and acting like the true be­ 
liever.” 
The Equal Rights Amendment has been 
introduced because of discrimination to women 
in such areas as voting, employment and 
salaries, the Operation Wake-Up spokesman 
told The Freeman. 
“ State ERA will be voted on by referendum 
this November and it seems at first glance to 
fit the bill,” Mrs. Prymak said. “ Upon deeper 
investigation, however, glaring injustices and 
possibilities for abuse come to light. 
Mrs. Prymak referred to a 30-year study of 
the subject made by Prof. Paul A. Fruend of 
Harvard University Law School which states 
the proposed amendment attempts to impose a 
standard of sameness on the position of the 
sexes in all the multifarious roles regulated by 
law— marital support, parental obligations, 
social security, industrial employment, ac­ 
tivities in public schtHils, and military service, 
to mention the most prominent. 
The opponent to ERA asks: “ It tax-exempt 
status in itself constitutes the bestowing or 
conferring of a federal benefit, what happens 
then to our various single-sex organizations 
such as Lions, Kiwanis, American Legions and 
their Auxiliaries? What fate for those churches 
that do not ordain women or admit them to 
seminaries because it is pHrt of their religion?” 
Mrs. Prymak raises the question of Social 
Security benefits and its affect upon wives not 


employed outside the home and answers it by 
saying that ERA would not permit men and 
women to be treated differently under Social 
Security. 
On 
Domestic 
Relations, 
Mrs. 
Prymak 
stressed that under ERA in New York State, the 
grounds for divorce would be separation. The 
husband could sue the wife for alimony if she 
were allowed to do so or else neither could sue. 
As for child support after divorce, it would fall 
upon the shoulders of the one with the best 
financial means. 
“ In simple terms,” says Mrs. Prymak, “ the 
husband will no longer be the legal head of the 
family. What will be the husband’s sense of 
responsibility toward his wife and children if 
the wife does not have to assume his name, does 
not have to follow him to a new domicile and 
the children do not have to bear his name.” 
On the issue of privacy, the Operation Wake- 
Up stand is “ there is no provision for ‘Separate 
but Equal’ in the proposed ERA .” 
Operation Wake-Up has made a valiant 
attempt to have the N YS Legislature study the 
effect of the Federal and State ERA, to inform 
their constituents and conduct a poll of consti­ 
tuents, Mrs. Prymak told The Freeman. She 
pointed out that more than 7(X) laws were 
checked, 100 of which are of serious import, but 
the majority were not willing to examine them 
before voting. 
“ The N YS Law Revisions Committee has 
been studying the state laws and the final 
report will not be ready until .January 1976. Just 
a little too late for election day,’’ Mrs. Prymak 
said. She concludes: 
“ While Operation Wake-Up clearly recog­ 
nizes that discrimination against women still 
does exist in some areas, we do not believe that 
the proposed ERA in its present broad and 
undefined wording is th way to eliminate such 
discrimination. We firmly believe that equal 
rights for men and women already exist in the 
14th amendemtn to the U.S. Constitution 
under the equal protection clause.”

Hearst, 21, granddaughter of 
newspaper giant William Ran 
dolph Hearst. were William 
Harris, 30, his wife, Emily, 28, 
and Wendy Yoshimura, 32. 
“ Don’t shoot. I’ll go with 
you,” Miss Hearst said as FBI 
agents entered the small home 
in a quiet neighborhood where 
she and Miss Yoshimura were 
hiding The Harrises were ar 
rested in another home 
nearby. 
All surrended without vio­ 
lence, in sharp contrast to six 
SLA members killed in a fiery 
shootout with agents and po­ 
lice in Ios Angeles on May 17, 
1974. 
Patricia Hearst had vowed 
to fight on after that battle. 


The SLA was a tiny and 
strange organization, whose 
name was derived from the 
word symbiosis, meaning "the 
intimate living together of two 
dissimilar 
organisms 
in 
a 
mutally beneficial rela­ 
tionship." 
For a time, its very name 


was a household word through­ 
out the nation. 
The environments that 
spawned the SLA members 
couldn’t have been more dis­ 
similar. The iron corridors of 
the prisons fashioned many of 
its members, and tree lined 
university campuses the oth­ 
ers. 
Miss Hearst, abducted from 
her Berkeley apartment only 
to become an admitted mem­ 
ber of the terrorist group, was 
reared in an exclusive surburb 
on the San Francisco Penin­ 
sula and educated at the best 
schools 
The Harrises met at Indiana 
University where she was a 
straight "A" student and a 
member of a sorority. 
Harris’ mother said he came 
from a "typically middle-class 
and mid American” back­ 
ground. 
"William would have never 
thought of arguing with his 
dad,’’ she said. 
The victims in the Los An 
geles violence included SLA 
"field marshal” general 
Cinque, a code name for 
Donald DeFreeze, an escaped 
convict who helped create the 
SLA

walls.

It was after the couple 
moved in 1972 to Berkeley that 
their political concerns de­ 
veloped and grew.

and worked in the post office. 
His wife was employed as a 
clerk-typist at the University 
of California. 
The husband became a lead­ 
er in the Venceremos, a radical 
Maoist group. Both were pre­ 
occupied with prison reform — 
an interest which led to their 
meeting other future SLA 
members.

WASHINGTON— Rangy Rogers Morton, the personab le b u t 
stu b b orn Secretary of Commerce, acted illegally b y refu sing to 
giv e Congress the names of American firms who were u rged b y 
the Arab s to b oy cott Israel. 
This is the conclu sion reached in a confidential stu dy 
researched and written b y legal ex perts for the Hou se Ov ersight 
and Inv estigations su b committee. Chairman John Moss, D- 
Calif., has priv ately circu lated the stu dy to su b committee 
memb ers in preparation for hearings Monday . 
Du ring that showdown testimony , Morton cou ld b e cited for 
contempt of Congress for failing to produ ce the names. Bu t 
su ch drastic action is u nlik ely , b ecau se, among other things, 
Morton is a former Hou se memb er himself. 
The confidential memo, howev er, pu lls no pu nches when it 
comes to M orton’s denial of the data. Citing long standing 
precedents, it finds there is ab solu tely “ no legal b asis’’ for 
Morton to defy a congressional su b poena of the names of 
companies ask ed to discriminate against Jews in retu rn for 
Arab b u siness. 
“Carried to its logical conclu sion,’’ states the memo, “the 
Secretary ’s argu ment wou ld b ar Congress from ob taining 
information in literally dozens of cases where statu tes au thorize 
agencies not to pu hlically disclose b u t are silent as to 
Congress." 
Moss has su b poenaed the information so the su b committee 
can determine the im pact of the b oy cott on American b u siness 
The Commerce Secretary cliams the U.S. firms su b m itted 
the reports with assu rances of confidentiality , and that he mu st 
honor that agreement. 
Morton is already in a donny b rook with B’nai B’rith’s Anti- 
Defamation I^eagu e ov er the b oy cott. The AI)L charges that 
the Commerce Departm ent is handing ou t Arab b id inv itations 
containing restrictiv e prov isions to U.S. b u sinessmen. Ou r 
associate Jack Cloherty has ob tained copies of these lu crativ e 
contract offers. One from Iraq for pre-cast hou sing u nits, for 
ex ample, forb ids the American contractor to u se “any material 
that has b een m anu factu red in Israel . . ,’’ 
The b u ilt-in b an also applies to “companies b oy cotted b y 
(the) Iraq gov ernment,” thu s giv ing the b oy cott a “secondary " 
effect. For su ch firms may b e b oy cotted simply b ecau se they 
hav e Jews as employ es, officials or directors ev en thou gh they 
do no b u siness with Israel. 
Footnote: President Ford has declared that “su ch discrim ina­ 
tion is totally contrary to the American tradition.” So far, his 
adm inistration has failed to fit its actions to his words. Now, 
there are stong ru mors that once the Middle East peace is more 
secu re, Ford will ask for laws mak ing it illegal for U.S. firms 
to su pport the b oy cott. 
LITTER SUPPRESSION: The Env ironmental Protection 
Agency has su ppressed a memo which accu ses one of Richard 
Nix on’s stau nchest friends, Pepsi-Cola k ing Donald Kendall, 
of sab otaging the anti-litter campaign. 
The ex plosiv e memo, which top officials tried to confiscate 
and destroy , denou nces EPA’s cozy relationship with Kendall. 
“It’s lik e the may or tak ing a whore to chu rch,” the memo 
charges. 


This rib ald characterization was u sed to describ e EPA’s 
dealings with Kendall on trash disposal. 


The cu rb roadsie litter, the EPA is seek ing laws to force cash 
deposits on the 6 0 b illion cans and b ottles that are thrown away 
each y ear.

Nicholas Von Hof f man: 
Ma king Ba nkers the Winners 


The dollar-a-y ear man has reappeared in New 
York City . A dollar-a-y ear man is a selfless b u siness 
ex ecu tiv e who accepts temporary gov ernment ap­ 
pointm ent at sy mb olic compensation for the du ra­ 
tion of an emergency . Su ch a person is Kenneth 
Ax elson, a senior v ice-president of the J.C. Penney 
departm ent store chain, who was appointed Depu ty 
May or for Finance the other day . Ax elson will 
continu e to receiv e his $14 3.000 salary from Penney 
du ring the y ear he will dev ote to straightening ou t 
the C ity ’s financial tangle. 
The dollar-a-y ear man first manifested himself in 
Washington du ring World War I. He was b ack again 
after Pearl Harb or ev en thou gh many people felt he 
had a decided tendency to u se his gov ernmental 
power to help his indu stry more than his cou ntry . 
The same k ind of qu estions can b e ask ed ab ou t 
Ax elson’s appointm ent. 
Ov er the past few months the State of New York 
has, b y progressiv e steps, tak en the fiscal decision 
to mov e power away from the City ’s elected officials 
and tu rn it ov er to non-elected b u sinessmen. First 
the M u nicipal Assistance Corporation, or Big Mac, 
was created to mark et the City ’s b ond issu es and 
tell the City what it has to do to mak e its b onds 
saleab le. William Ellinghau s, the president of the 
New York Telephone Company , was made Big 
M ac’s b oss. 
When that arrangement failed to pu ll New York 
b ack from the edge of b ank ru ptcy , the State 
Legislatu re created an entity called the Emergency 
Financial Control Board to tak e ov er and ru n the 
City 's fiscal affairs. Only two of its memb ers are city 
officials, the others b eing the State Controller, the 
Gov ernor and his three appointees, who are Mr. 
Ellinghau s again, plu s the president of American 
Airlines and the president of Colt Indu stries, Inc. 
In addition May or Beame has created a M an­ 
agement Adv isory , headed b y Richard Shinn, the 
chief ex ecu tiv e officer of the M etropolitan Life 
Insu rance Company , to tell the city how to adm in­ 
ister and ru n itself. Pu t all these measu res together 
and it look s lik e New York City is a v ictim of a b ig 
b u siness cou p d'etat. 


Another way of look ing at what has b een done is 
that New York has b een pu t into a strange and 
selectiv ely b iased form of b ank ru ptcy . 
In 
an 
ordinary 
b ank ru ptcy 
proceeding, 
the 
pay ment of all b ills and deb t is su spended so that 
an im partial cou rt referee can work ou t a financial 
plan that is fair to all the creditors hav ing a v alid 
claim on the remains of the b ank ru pt shell’s assets. 
By av oiding formal b ank ru ptcy and tu rning ov er 
control of the city to b ig b u sinessmen, the b ank s 
holding the city ’s b onds will b e paid 100 cents on 
the dollar while the people on welfare, the city 
employ es and the tax pay ing citizens who ex pect 
su ch trifles as garb age collection in retu rn for their 
money are going to get hu rt. 
The political fou ndation that has made this 
tak eov er possib le comes from y ears of pu b licly 
describ ing the city as what happens when y ou let 
the lib erals ru n amok . . . fab u lou sly high welfare 
b enefits, capitu lation to indefensib le u nion de­ 
mands, low produ ctiv ity in gov ernment and an 
ex pensiv e mak e-work b u reau cracy ru n for the b ene­ 
fit of armies of people with degrees in su ch su s­ 
piciou s su b jects as social work , psy chology , pu b lic 
adm inistration and penology . 
There is a lot more than a grain of tru th in these 
accu sations, b u t the omission of the part play ed b y 
the b ank s and other b ig interests which profited 
from this profligacy is dishonest. The b u ilders and 
material su ppliers were ju st as activ e as the b u ilding 
trade u nions in lob b y ing throu gh the costly and 
u nnecessary pu b lic constru ction; y ears after ev ery ­ 
b ody else k new that New York ’s ex pensiv e nonsense 
cou ld not go on forev er, the b ank s continu ed to b u y 
the City 's b onds. They hav e access to b ond analy sts 
who mak e a speciality of assessing the chance that 
principal and interest will b e repaid as promised. 
There was no frau d inv olv ed in their b u y ing the 
secu rities which enab led the City to go on play ing 
its costly games. The b ank s and the insu rance 
companies and the other large inv estors were good 
money after b ig money . When y ou do what the ru les 
say y ou shou ld tak e the risk s that go with high 
profits. Why shou ld interests who cashed in ju st as 


mu ch as any featherb edding mu nicipal employ ee or 
welfare loafer escape the consequ ence of their acts? 
If the b ond mark et people had treated New York 
City issu es as any other low-grade, risk y issu e, the 
ab u ses that b u sinessmen are rightly complaining 
ab ou t wou ld hav e had to b e mitigated y ears ago. 
Impru dent and greedy lenders, they were in cahoots 
with the lib erals and the u nions; b u t now that the 
hills hav e to b e paid, they ’re b eing allowed to du m p 
their ju nior partners and hog what money there is 
for themselv es. 
Under su ch circu mstances, y ou can’t ex pect that 
the reforms and changes in operation that the City 
will b e forced to mak e will either b e fair or 
particu larly rational. Ju st the other day the May or 
annou nced firemen will no longer b e allowed to ride 
the Staten Island ferry free of charge. 
That, of cou rse, is harmless grandstanding. The 
other k inds of cu ts may not b e. The heedless and 
hy sterical lay ing off people in a city that has b een 
losing its job and economic b ase ev en du ring past 
prosperity may tak e care of the b ank s b u t will it 
tak e care of the prob lems? Some of those prob lems 
relate to the high cost of the City ’s catering to the 
demands of b ig b u siness itself. 
If the City ’s elected officials had b een wiser they 
wou ld hav e defau lted in Decemb er. 
Bank ru ptcy wou ld force the b ank s to tak e their 
tu rn with the other creditors at the same time that 
it wou ld permit the City to reorganize itself more 
wisely b ecau se it wou ld b e u nder less pressu re. If the 
b ank s don’t want to tak e their lu mps, let the 
Federal Reserv e Board mak e the mistak e of sav ing 
them from their righteou sly earned losses. 


New York is frequ ently a model for other places. 
In this instance, it may b e showing other m u nicipal­ 
ities how they can b reak their pu b lic-emplov ees 
u nions and redu ce welfare allotments. Union power 
has b een ex cessiv e — welfare a different topic — b u t 
so has b ig b u siness power in many cities. Crack ing 
one b u t not the other is ab ou t as sensib le as say ing 
that when y ou ’v e sav ed the b ank s, y ou ’v e sav ed the 
citv .

There are approximately 100 
[jeuple living with pacemakers 
in the area served by the Mid- 
Hudson Chapter of the Ameri­ 
can Heart Association. 
Since the first pacemaker 
was implanted in a human 
subject in 1958, about 120.000 
new implants have been made 
m the United States. Of these 
patients, 90,000 were living as 
ot 1972. 
Dr Edmund H Reppert, re­ 
tired president of the Mid- 
Hud son Chapter, commenting 
on a recent report of the Inter- 
Society Commission for Heart 
Disease Resources, noted that 
artificial pacemakers literally 
have given these patients a 


new lease on life.

e x p l a i n e d 
how 
pacemakers work. "Ordinari­ 
ly, electrical impulses from the 
body’s natural pacemaker 
cause the heart to contract and 
pump blood. If this natural 
pacemaker does not function 
properly, the heart will pump 
too quickly or too slowly or 
irregularly, and not send a 
sufficient supply ot blood to all 
parts of the body. 
To remedy this condition, 
doctors implant an artificial 
pacemaker under the skin. 
The small device uses bat­ 
teries to produce the electrical 
impulses needed to make the 
heart pump at a steady pace.

LO S A N D E LE S (I PI) — A new influenza virus — the A- 
Scotland strain — is expected to reach the United States this 
winter, infecting from 10 to 20 percent of the population. 
Coastal states with major ports and airports of entry are 
always the first to be affected by flu strains from abroad and 
California is among the first to take precautions. The state’s 
Department of Health feels it is as well prepared for A-Scotland 
as it was the Port Chalmers strain which hit America last year. 
California had a total of 700,000 doses of vaccine on hand 
to combat the Port Chalmers virus, named for the location in 
New Zealand where it was first isolated, but only 400,(XX) doses 
were use. Dr. -lames Chinn, chief of the Communicable Disease 
section of the health department, said a vaccine has been 
developed for A-Scotland and will be available. 
"When a new virus develops we try to develop a vaccine for 
it and get it to the population before it circulates,” Chinn said. 
‘‘But sometimes we can’t beat the virus to the people.” 
A-Scotland is not expected to be pandemic in the United 
States — that is, affecting nearly half the population — but 
it is serious, particularly to the elderly, according to state and 
federal health authorities. 
They point out the disease can be fatal to older persons and 
to those with chronic medical problems, especially respiratory 
ailments. The A-Scotland strain, like the Port Chalmers strain 
of last year, will be no more dangerous to young children than 
to normally healthy adults. 
Dr. -Jerome Lackner, state health director, said the threat to 
life and health from influenza “ is much worse than the sting 
of a needle. 
“ The flu bug can kill. No flu shot has,” he said. 
Because the strain is new, just about everyone who has not 
been vaccinated is susceptible. The doctors said an adult in 
normal health can expect to be ill for the better part of a week 
with the disease, Sometimes the flu will develop into pneu­ 
monia or other respiratory complications before the victim 
seeks medical help. 
“ By then it’s too late either to diagnose or to worry about 
the original illness," Lackner said. 
Flu affects more Americans during an average winter than 
is generally known. For instance, more than a million Californi­ 
ans usually complain of flu, and in a bad year half the 
population, or about 10 million persons, may suffer some 
symptoms. How much is genuine influenza is not known, 
because doctors are not required to report influenza as they do 
other communicable diseases. 
The state Health Department this year, for the second year, 
will provide flu shots free at local health offices to older persons 
and those with chronic ailments such as heart disease, 
respiratory problems and diabetes. The shots will otherwise 
cost $1 but there will be no charge to those who cannot afford 
it. 
The state has purchased vaccine containing all of the flu 
types which may cause disease this season, Dr. Lackner said, 
and it can be expected to be 70 to 80 percent effective against 
the viruses.

There are statistics that add 
some weight to Sabino’s con­

lev els in recent y ears, Ulster 
Cou nty ’s operating bu dget for 
19 7 0 was $19 million; this y ear 
it is more than $45 million. 
The cou nty had to raise $6 .4 
million in tax es in 19 7 0; $9 .7 
million in 19 7 5.

1’he President got the smme 
results in the senate where the 
vote was 88-12 against him 
with New York Senator Jacob 
Javits in the majority, James 
Buckley voted against the ov­ 
erride. 


The $1.5 billion foreign aid 
hill passed by a 244-155 vote, 
with most of the opposition 
coming from congressmen ho 
insisted the nation's domestic 
problems should take prece­ 
dent over foreign aid. 
lhis particular bill sepa­ 
rates military aid from human­ 
itarian and economic aid; the 
military package will he voted 
on separately. The hill does 
exclude payment to any coun­ 
try that tortures its citizens or 
otherwise violates human 
rights although the President 
will have final word. 


Congressman Gilman 
was 
one of thefew members of the 
House to vote against funding 
for conversion to a national 
metric standard. Final vote 
was 300-63. The bill estab­ 
lishes a 21 -member federal 
metric board to help educate 
the public and speed the con­ 
version to the metric system. 
The United States is the only 
major country in the world 
that does not use the metric 
system. 
In the senate, a bill requiring 
banks to issue reports on the 
practice of “ redlining" refus­ 
ing mortgages in depressed ur­ 
ban areas —passed by a 45-37 
vote. It would require all urban 
leading institutions to publicly 
disclose the number and dollar 
amount of home mortgages 
and home improvement loans 
in recent years. 


Opponents said the practice 
exists only in the largest cities 
and that smaller city hanks 
should not he covered by the 
new law. 
Buckley voted against while 
Javits did not vote.

W ASH ING TO N (UPI) 
American consumers are 
paying nearly $1 billion a year 
more in electric bills than they 
should 
be 
because of tax 
loopholes 
enjoyed

nation's J50 largest, privately 
owned power companies, a 
study charged Saturday. 
The situation exists, the re­ 
port said, because the utility 
companies are able to charge 
their customers for millions of 
dollars in income tax which 
they don't really pay the feder­ 
al government due to account - 


ing methods and tax breaks. 
Of the 150 companies stud­ 
ied, 122 charged their cus­ 
tomers more taxes than they 
actually paid, the report said, 
anil 57 of the utilities paid no 
federal taxes during 1974. 
The report was issued by the 
Environmental Action Foun­ 
dation after a 12-month in­ 
vestigation .

Derringer 


who’ s been on the job some 14 years. 
However, testimony in the Kolts-Gallo case 


indicated that in some cases what is perfectly 
clear to the teacher may not be clear at all to the 
student. Witness the deal where a poll watcher 
tells a voter (Terry Taylor in that disputed lith 
Ward ballot) to sign his ballot. You know 
Marguerite Derringer never said that! 
Let’ s have better screening on who’ s working 


these polls and let’ s make S U R F they know what 


they’ re doing when they get there. 
Voting is our most basic freedom. Corrupt that 
and you can can the rest.

This is how Dick Fredenberg , ex ecu tiv e director 
of United Wa y o f Ulster Co unty , 
feels abou t the 
organization and its relation to the commu nity . His 
discu ssion with LIFE comes at an opportu ne time 
for United Way is cu rrently completing plans for its 
First Annua l Kick-o ff Ba ll. It will be held Satu r­ 
day , Sept. 27 , at the Gov ernor Clinton Hotel, bu ffet 
at 8 p.m. and dancing from 9 :30 to 1:30 a.m. to the 
mu sic of Charles Lee and his orchestra. 
United Way is “ pu tting the Spirit back in ‘7 6 " 
And Da v id Dittma nn, campaign chairman, tells 
LIFE that the American people are well-k nown for 
their generosity “ becau se of ou r early heritage when 
neighbor helped neighbor. Ty pically , ou r ancestors 
wou ld get together for barn raisings or crop harv est­ 
ing. This same spirit is present in ou r United Way 


where the health and hu manitarian serv ices for ou r 
neighbors are met by the 17 participating agencies. 
In this Bicentennial y ear, we u rge all Ulster Cou nty 
residents to remember ou r heritage of neighbor 
helping neighbor by giv ing generou sly to this one 
combined req u est." 
Work ing with and for United Way means tak ing 
on many directions. It is decidedly more than ju st 
collecting fu nds. On a national lev el, more than 6 1 
percent is realized from corporate donations. Ulster 
Cou nty does not enjoy a v olu me of large corpo­ 
rations. Campaign contribu tors — in the main — 
are Mr. and Mrs. » John Doe. 
One hou r's pay per month is the pattern for 
national giv ing— it is difficu lt to achiev e that 
standard here at home. All Ulster Cou nty campaign 
work ers can ask : “ Hav e y ou giv en y ou r fair share?" 
United Way also means bu dgeting, allocating, 
planning, coordinating throu gh v olu nteer commit­ 
tees. It means projecting into the fu tu re, ev alu ating 
programs. In May of each y ear, agencies are ask ed 
for a projected bu dget. Bu dgets are cu t to the 
m inimu m— a difficu lt task when Ulster Cou nty 
serv ices 17 agencies and needs $7 50,(XX) for pro­ 
gramming in 19 7 6 . 
Fredenberg also told LIFE that administrativ e 
costs for United Way of Ulster Cou nty are low. This 
is a plu s factor. He also feels the United Way 
organization and its annu al campaign driv e shou ld 


be look ed at in the same way one look s at bu siness 
—at the bottom line of profit and loss. 
“We will be su ccessfu l to the ex tent that we giv e 
to people in need of serv ice bu t at a reasonable cost 
to ou r contribu tors. Accou ntability is tremendou sly 
important. There is no q u estion that the 1 nited 
Way of giv ing is the most efficient and activ e way 
of raising money . Fragmented agency fu nd raising 
is v ery ex pensiv e and wastfu l. In ou r I nited Way , 
money is allocated to agencies by v olu nteer com­ 
mittees, on the basis of need, not on the basis of 
who is the best salesman for their cau se. 
More than 1,000 v olu nteers will be work ing on the 
fu nd-raising campaign this y ear. I hey believ e in 
the United Wav Credo: 


“ ...That ev ery man shou ld be concerned for his 
neighbor’s welfare; that 
personal responsibility 
shou ld grow with increase in afflu ence and statu re; 
and that men of all races, faiths and economic 
statu s shou ld be willing to work together i« *r a 
commu nity in which it is sate and >atisty ing to liv e. 
That both gov ernment and priv ate citizens anre 
indispensable to this task and each mu st cooperate 
with the other to achiev e su ccess tor both v olu ntary 
and tax su pported welfare for the good of all 
Americans."

The art of m aking com|>ost and its use is a well established agricultural 
procedure dating hack to ancient times, Com poet is chiefly decomposed plant 
m aterials and the product is used basically for the same purposes as natural 
anim al fertilizers Com m ercial farmers, especially sweet corn growers, return 
crop residues to the soil annually by plowing under cover crops, all the corn 
plant stalks, leaves and roots (except ears) and high nitrogen fertilizer, to aid 
plant growth another year. Home gardeners can m aintain organic content of 
their soils by using inex|H*nsive com|>ost m aterials and at the same tim e gain 
the satisfaction of recycling organic wastes as a conservation measure. 


Agricultural Report: 


By Willia m H. Pa lmer 


Building a compost pile is not an exact process. The usual practice is to 
accum ulate the organic m aterial in some out-of-the-way corner of the garden. 
Practically any plant m aterial can he composted. 1/eaves are ideal, but old sod. 
lawn clippings, straw, old hay and plan! refuse from the vegetable garden or 
the kitchen can be used. It is not advisable to use diseased plants, weeds with 
mature seeds or hard m aterial as fruit pits and anim al hones. 
W ith leaves just starting to fall and garden clean up refuse available, now 
is an ideal tim e to start a compost pile or add to an existing one. The pile can 
he built on open ground or in a bin made of rough boards or stakes enclosed 
w ith chicken wire or old snow fence. A workable com|x*st pile can be made either 
way and is m ainly an individuals choice of m aterials avaolable. Keep in m ind 


the sides of the bin should not be tight, so air can get in. The suggested size 
of the bin depends on amount of m aterial available and the am bition of the 
individual taking care of it. A bin ft feet wide by 4 to 5 feet high is good to 
manage and the length can vary to accommodate m aterial available and to aid 
in turning the pile. 
When starting the compost, spread part of the plant refuse in a thin layer 
alxiut six to 12 inches deep 
add a high nitrogen fertilizer as a 10-10-10 in 
an even layer over the plant m aterial at the rate of one-half jx>und or a cupful 
to each 15 square feet area (ft feet wide by 3 feet long). To m aintain an alkaline 
reaction, add ground limestone at the same rate. Spreading a few shovelfuls of 
garden soil over each layer w ill ensure the presence of decay organisms. At least 
ft to 6 layers of plant material should lie used to complete the pile. During the 
composting, m aterials should 1m* kept moist by watering but avoid making it 
soggy or it may stop the com posting process. A ir must be present for good 
bacterial action, and this ran be provided by periodically turning or m ixing the 
layers of m aterial all together. 
The length of tim e required to produce useable compost depends on type of 
m aterial used, it fineness, (shredding or grinding leaves hastens decomposition) 
and if adequate air and m ositure allow m axim um m icrobical activity. In most 
cases gardeners should not plan on the compost being ready in less than six 
months. Just piling up leaves and allowing nature to take its course can take 
a year or more for results. W hen the conqxist is ready to use, it is dark brown 
m color, is friable and breaks up readily when turned over. The resulting 
m aterial can be used as a m ulch, incorporated in flower lieds, dug into a 
vegetable garden or used in any way that peat or well rotted manure might lie 
used.

Fo r­ 
tu nately , there are way s to 
sto ck y o u r land with healthy 
animals at little ex pense, o r do 
witho u t them entirely . 
If y o u ’re beg inning a small 
flo ck o f po u ltry , fo r instance, 
y o u mig ht check with a nearby 
hatchery fo r discards. Su ch a 
bu siness has day s when o rders 
are ex ceeded by the nu mber o f 
newly batched birds. If no fa­ 
cilities are av ailable to keep 
the su rplu s chicks, they ’re de­ 
stro y ed and du m ped into the 
g arbag e can. (This is do ne o nly 
as a last reso rt, since the o wner 
has an inv estment in labo r, 
eg g s, incu bato rs and heat u sed 
fo r hatching .) 
If y o u bu y chicks in the 
u su al 
way , 
remember 
that 
almo st all hatcheries sell them 
by sex and that pu llets are 
m u c h 
m o r e 
e x p e n s i v e . 
Co ckerels, ho wev er, are cheap, 
and since sex ing chicks isn't 
an ex act science, ev ery lo t, o f 
100 su ppo sed males will co n­ 
tain a few females. 
If y o u do n’t like tho se o dds, 
“straig ht ru n” chicks — in 
theo ry , half pu llets and half 
co ckerels — are u su ally priced

Yo u may , in fact, enjo y u n i­ 
fo rm qu ality in the “ perfect 
fo o d" if y o u g et it directly fro m 
a reliable neig hbo r. (In so me 
areas this may lie hard to 
arrang e becau se o f co mplex 
state and lo cal reg u latio ns o n 
the sale o f milk direct fro m the 
farm.) 


I>et y o u r perso nal preference 
and firsthand ex |>erience g u ide 
y o u as y o u g o abo u t selecting 
the liv esto ck y o u will and 
wo n’t raise o n y o u r new co u n­ 
try place. And may the su g g es 
tio ns here help y o u o btain y o u r 
initial mini-flo cks and small 
herds — o r the meat, milk and 
eg g s y o u want — as inex ­ 
pensiv ely as po ssible.

DEAR READER - There 
a r e 
s e v e r a l 
ki n ds 
o f 
po ly cy themia. In all instances, 
tho u g h, it means an increase 
in the amo u nt o f red blo o d 
cells in y o u r circu latio n. 
P e o p l e 
l i v i n g at 
hi g h 
altitu de 
hav e 
o ne fo rm 
o f 
po ly cy themia cau sed by the 
lo w o x y g en pressu re. The bo dy 
simply fo rms mo re red cells to 
co mpensate fo r less o x y g en in 
the lu ng s. The amo u nt o f in­ 
crease in red cells is related to 
the lev el o f altitu de. Peo ple 
liv ing at 14,000 feet hav e qu ite 
an increase. 
Yo u can g et a po ly cy themia 
respo se fro m lu ng disease. The 
chro nic lu ng disease cau ses a 
lo w o x y g en lev el in the lu ng s, 
and the bo dy respo nds mu ch 
like it do es to altitu de. This is 
the basis fo r say ing a perso n 
with lu ng disease is already 
liv ing at hig h altitu de. 
Bo th hig h altitu de and lu ng 
dis e a s e c a u se “ se c o n da ry 
po ly cy themia.” I su spect y o u 
hav e po ly cy themia v era which 
is 
"primary 
Po ly cy themia. 
No o ne kno ws what cau ses 
this. It is o ften asso ciated with 
an increase in white blo o d 
cells, to o . Abo u t two -thirds o f 
the cases hav e an enlarg ed 
spleen. 
It 
has been demo nstrated 
that y o u can cau se this in mice 
by infecting them with a par­ 
ticu lar v iru s. 
The mice de­ 
v elo p the pictu re o f increased 
am o u nts o f red cells and an 
enlarg ed spleen. Sho wing that 
y o u can do this, tho u g h, do es 
no t pro v e that a v iru s cau ses 
po ly cy themia v era in hu mans. 
Ju st 
as an anemia can be 
cau sed fro m many different 
(hing s (iro n deficiency , bleed­ 
ing . 
v itamin deficiencies to 
mentio n a few), it is reaso n­ 


a ble that there may be o ther 
cau ses 
fo r po ly cy themia 
in 
man. No o ne has y et pro v ed 
that any su ch case in m an has 
been cau sed by a v iru s. 
A 
lo t 
o f pe o pl e 
w i t h 
po ly cy themia v era 
hav e no 
sy mpto ms at all. Others hav e 
s y m pt o m s incl u ding being 
tired and sho rt o f breath as 
y o u do . The sy sto lic blo o d 
pressu re may be elev ated. The 
face may be ru ddy becau se o f 
the dilated capillaries. There 
may be fro m 7 to 10 millio n red 
cells in a milliliter when no r­ 
mally there sho u ld be o nly 
abo u t 5 millio n. 
One o f the mainstay s o f 
treatm ent o f this diso rder is 
simply to draw o ff so me o f the 
blo o d. T hat u su ally lets the 
pressu re 
g o do wn 
if it 
is 
elev ated. This is abo u t the 
o nly co nditio n in medicine to ­ 
day where it is still believ ed to 
be helpfu l to bleed a perso n. 
Bleeding was wro ng ly tho u g ht 
to be g o o d treatm ent fo r many 
illnesses 200 y ears ag o and is 
believ ed to hav e co ntribu ted 
to Geo rg e Washing to n’s death. 
So metimes bleeding treat­ 
ments hav e to be sto pped, 
becau se the perso n may g et to o 
lo w o n iro n and hav e an iro n 
deficiency . In these cases it 
may be necessary to g iv e v ari­ 
o u s chemicals that depress the 
bo ne marro w’s o v er pro du ctio n 
o f red 
cells. 


Finally in o lder patients, it 
is so metimes a g o o d cho ice to 
u se radio activ e pho spho ru s . 
This su bstance slo ws do wn the 
bo ne marro w co nsiderably and 
o ften reliev es the pro blem fo r 
a 
relativ ely lo ng 
perio d o f 
time.

Jo hn Fo gerty ’» first so lo albu m since the demise o f Creedence ( learwater 
Rev iv al in 19 72 so u nds like that gro u p nev er went away . His fo cu s is still hard- 
driv ing ro ck, with transparent ro o t» in New Orleans R&B and ‘50s ro ckabilly . 
Abo u t the o nly o bv io u s additio n is a slightly increased u se o f brass, particu larly 
o n the three no n-o riginal nu mbers, Lo u is Armstro ng’s “Yo u Rascal Yo u , 
Frankie Fo rd’s “Sea Cru ise” and Jackie Wilso n's “ Lo nely Teardro ps." Fo gerty s 
"Yo u distinctiv e v o cals, tho u gh, make ev en that change seem inco nsequ ential. 
Jo hn Fo gerty is a so lo albu m in the pu rest sense. Fo gerty play s all the 
instru ments, and wro te sev en o f the 10 so ngs. While he can hardly be said to 
hav e o v erex tended himself with su ch straightfo rward mu sic, there is mo re 
qu estio n abo u t his writing here. CCR seemed to hav e a fo rmu la fo r hits, bu t 
a big part o f the magic o f tho se hits was the mino r way s in which that fo rmat 
was o ften bro ken. An interesting ly ric o r an u nu su al gu itar line made a big 
difference. That happens all to o rarely , here. If any thing, this reco rd, fo r all 
its wild ro cking mo ments, is to o co nserv ativ e and predictable. 
“ Ro ckin' All Ov er the Wo rld,” fo r instance, is a so lid cho ice as the albu m’s 
first single; bu t it is little mo re than the fo rmu laic CCR so u nd with the title 
repeated o v er and o v er, like a chant. “Trav elin- High” is to o o penly a o rprise 
o f the Creedence hit, “Trav elin" Band.” Only “Almo st Satu rday Night,” which 
co mbines a gu itar line that so u nds like the Beatles with a marv elo u s do u ble­ 
tracked v o cal, really breaks the predictable pattern. 
While mu ch o f this reco rd is charming and listenable, it is far to o safe and 
u nambitio u s to ju stify the ex o rbitant amo u nt o f time it to o k to make it. The 
entire pro ject seems flat and u ninspired, as if it had been to o carefu lly 
pro grammed. If Fo gerty were no t an artist o f who m we hav e been able to ex pect 
the best co nsistently , the disappo intment might no t be so great. Unfo rtu nately , 
ho wev er, the su perficial sheen o f this albu m can’t adequ ately hide the 
ho llo wness at its co re.

“ reflected 
the inqx irtance o f the radio play list in determ- 
ing hit material. 
One o f the majo r trends that seems to be 
dev elo ping fo r the 'sev enties m mu sic is that the 
play list finally has so me co mpetitio n in the hit 
making department. The reincarnated disco is 
emerging as a stro ng so u rce o f ex po su re to r the 
stro ng rhy thm mu sic Radio DJ s are hav ing the 
su rprising ex jterience o f hav ing reco rds that 
hav e receiv ed little o r no air play start climbing 
u p lo cal and natio nal sales charts 
o t getting 
co u ntless requ ests to r reco rds that they hav e 
nev er heard o t. 


The disco go t its start in France as the 
"disco thequ e” abo u t ten y ears ago , and rapidly 
mu ltiplied in America, alo ng with po p-art 
paper dresses, stro be light sho ws, iro ned hair, 
and day glo bo dy paint. Fo r abo u t a y ear, all 
y o u heard was "au go -go ." There were go -go 
dancers, go -go go wns, and go -go breakfast 
cerals. Ev entu ally , go -go go t go ne — after all, 
to o many o t the go -go ghetto s ju st tu rned u p a 
ju ke-bo x fo r the patro ns to dance to and ho ped 
they ’d be tin* wasted to no tice that they weren’t 
hav ing fu n. 
One facto r o u tliv ed the diseo -au -go -go , and 
that was the fu n o f getting u p and letting it all 
hang o u t o n a dance flo o r. Ev ery neighbo rho o d 
had its dance div e and its fav o rite band o r 
bands, that were go ing to cu t a reco rd and make 
it big so meday , bu t u ntil then they 'd pick u p 
the bread play ing weekends do wn at the lo cal 
mo v e’n gro o v e. 
Many o t tho se lo cal mo v e’n ’gro o v es are no w 
co mbining lo cal bands with the 'sev enties v er-

sio n o f the disco — which is a big impro v ement 
o v er the 'six ties v ersio n. One impro v ement is 
the disco deejay . Pro fessio nals make u p to $75 
a night, and they earn ev ery cent o f it. Many 
o f the mo re talented spinners in the disco s are 
reco rd co llecto rs themselv es, who hav e ev o lv ed 
u p thro u gh the AM-po p. FM-ro ck channels 
u ntil they hav e a keenly dev elo ped ear fo r what 
the y o u ng o t America want to dance to , and fo r 
the best and mo st trendsetting so u nds. Unfet­ 
tered by strict radio play lists and FCC regu ­ 
latio ns, these deejay s are free to intro du ce the 
reco rds that they think will set the mix >d, get 
the energies generating, and set the mu scles 
mo to v ating. 
Mo st o f the disco s aren’t ex actly o v erjo y ed 
abo u t the teenaged cro wd — after all, they 
co u nt o n Ix x ize sales to pay the bills. Nev er­ 
theless. it do esn’t take lo ng these day s fo r a 
gtx >d bo o gey bit to make it fro m the disco to the 
hit list with a bu llet. 
'The disco scene is hav ing its influ ence o n 


equ ipment, where the indu stry is beginning to 
pro mo te mo re po werfu l, so phisticated so u nd 
sy stems that can take the strain o f disco play ing 
witho u t disto rting the so u nd — o r simply 
disso lv ing into a smo king pile o f fu sed wires, as 
so me earlier sy stems did. 
Disco s also seem to be influ encing clo thing 
pu rchases, with emphasis, ho wev er slight, o n a 
swingier, slicker Ux ik. Perhaps the biggest in­ 
flu ence o f the disco trend, ho wev er, is the 
impetu s it is giv ing the lo cal gro u p scenes. 
Lo cal gro u ps which play at disco s so o n learn 
that they mu st match the driv e, energy , and 
pro fessio nalism o f the reco rded dance mu sic if 
they were to get their mo re discerning au dience 
o u t o n the flo o r bo pping. 
Disco s are breathing new lile into a reco rding 
indu stry and a mu sic scene that badly needs 
so me new life. They may no t be the fo rce so me 
are waiting fo r to rev o lu tio nize the indu stry , 
bu t at least they will make su re there is an 
indu stry left to rev o lu tio nize.

Po inting to the “adv ersity 
Kingsto n City Scho o ls team s 
mu st o v erco me, K H S athletic directo r Bill Hu rley to day 
branded the facilities in the lo cal scho o l district as the mo st 
limited in New Yo rk State. He also claimed that the lack o f 
a late bu sing pro gram is hindering the po tential o f all Kingsto n 
teams. 
“To fu lly appreciate the ex cellence o f o u r team s’ per- 
fo rmaneec, and I mean all teams, no t ju st the champio nship 
teams, the adv ersity they had to o v erco me mu st be pu t o n 
reco rd,'' Hu rley to ld the Freeman. “ I refer specifically to lack 
o f facilities and lack o f late bu sing.” 
“ I believ e there is no t a scho o l district in the state that has 
the athletic facility limitatio ns o f the Kingsto n City Scho o ls 
Co nso lidated." Hu rley charged. “At Kingsto n High Scho o l 
there is a co mplete lack o f adequ ate fields. As a resu lt, we 
transpo rt o u r team s thro u gho u t the district to city and o ther 
scho o l facilities fo r practice and games. 
“ M JM and JW B Ju nio r High Scho o ls additio nally do no t hav e 
o n-site o u tdo o r facilities. MCM Ju nio r High is fo rtu nate...they 
hav e a so ccer field. 
“ We pro v ide mo re transpo rtatio n o n a daily basis to practice 
sites than mo st scho o ls u se to meet their interscho lastic games 


schedu le," co ntinu ed Hu rley . “ Varsity fo o tball, ju nio r v arsity 
fo o tball. M JM Ju nio r High fo o tball team s practice at the same 
time o n M JM field, which, in fact, is no t adequ ate fo r o ne team, 
mu ch less thre*» . The field rapidly lieco mes a du st bo wl early 
in Septem ber. The field ero des and items o f fill pro ject o n the 
su rface. 


A Kingsto n v arsity play er recently su ffered a hairline fractu re 
o f the ankle when he stepped into a po tho le o n the M JM field. 
“ We are o ne o f the few scho o l sy stems 
assu ming o thers ex ist 
—that bu s its team s to ho me games," Hu rley went o n. "Varsity 
so ccer has to lie transpo rted to Lo u ghran Park fo r practice and 
games. Again Lo u ghran Park leav es mu ch to be desired; it’s 
a du st bo wl with black to p su rfacing that has to be du g o u t 
and hau led away annu ally . 
“ Additio nally , the ju nio r v arsity so ccer team is bu sed to 
C ham bers Scho o l fo r practice and games; Baily so ccer u ses 
Fo rsy the Park; M JM so ccer u ses Cemetary field o n O'Reilly 
St., Bailey u ses the S tadiu m fo r fo o tball; Lo u ghran Park and 
C ham bers fields ho st triple header so ccer games du e to lack 
o f facilities at the scho o ls where o u r team s o riginate. The 
stadiu m is u sed fo r all ho me fo o tball games. Cro ss co u ntry is 
bu sed to the Stadiu m and Bailey Scho o l fo r practice and meets; 


Varsity baseball is transpo rted to the Stadiu m , ju nio r v arsity 
baseball is bu sed to Lo u ghran Park; bo th girls and bo y s track 
teams are bu sed to the Stadiu m , girls and bo y * tennis are bu sed 
to Fo rsy the and Lo u ghran Parks." 


With the u se o f the Stadiu m at a satu ration po int, Hu rley 
say s schedu ling is increasingly difficu lt, particu larly when the 
weatherman steps in 
“ The end resu lt o f all this relo catio n," Hu rley claimed, “ is 
the creatio n no t o nly o f lo gistical and schedu ling pro blems, bu t 
perso nal trau m a fo r co aches and play ers. Practice starts late 
and ends late. Kqu ipment has to be shipped all o v er the district 
by the athletic departm ent. The co aches u se their cars as 
carry alls to hau l equ ipm ent. Sho wers, lo cker ro o ms and ro u tine 
equ ipment and su pplies are no t readily av ailable. Perso nal 
pro perty and scho o l equ ipment is co mpro mised... secu rity is a 
big pro blem, Lo aches and play ers u ndergo u nnecessary harass 
ment by gro u ps and indiv idu als co mj>eting fo r the same facility 
no t co ntro lled by the scho o l district. Fo rtu nately , we hav e a 
v ery fine co o perativ e wo rking relatio nship with the city to o u r 
mu tu al l>enefit Finally , if an athlete misses the bu s to practice 
o r game, the indiv idu al co mes late o r no t at all. This creates 
pro blems fo r the indiv idu al, the team and the co ach." 


The bu sing area, specifically late bu sing, is ano ther cau se fo r 
co mplaint. 
“ Acco mpanied by a member o f the Bo ard o f Edu catio n. I 
v isited a nu m ber o f scho o ls in the area," Hu rley ex plained. 
"These districts all hav e massiv e o n-site facilities. Ho wev er, 
ev en with the tremendo u s field co mplex at their scho o l» , 
witho u t ex ceptio n, they adm itted they wo u ld be hard pressed 
to m aintain their pro gram witho u t late bu sing. 
“ A su rv ey o f o u r team participatio n indicates we are drawing 
fro m less than 500 high scho o l bo y s o u t o f a scho o l po pu latio n 
in access o f 1 ,(MX) bo y s. If it were no t fo r parent interest in 
pro v iding late transpo rtatio n the participatio n wo u ld be less. 
It is sad fo r all co ncerned to see the nu m ber o f talented athletes 
climb abo ard bu ses at the end o f the regu lar scho o l day and 
nev er get inv o lv ed in the qu ality and qu antity o f o u r pro gram." 
Hu rley no ted that he was speaking o u t at this tim e" to create 
an awareness o f thr real significance o f o u r teams acco mplish­ 
ments. It is a trihu te to the athletes and co aches dedicatio n 
and determinatio n that they hav e o v erco me o bstacles with 
which few, if any , o ther scho o ls hav e to co ntend " 
The so lu tio n to the district’s sho rtco mings is simple: spend 
mo re mo ney . T he qu estio n is, where will that mo ney be 
secu red?

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Michigan Held to Tie; Sooners, OSU, Notre Dame Win 


While Oklahoma and Ohio State virtually assured them­ 
selves of the top two places in the national rankings for yet 
another week, upstart Stanford created the biggest stir in 
college football Saturday by rallying for a 19-19 tie against 
Michigan 
Given little chance of even making a respectable showing 


before a mostly hostile crowd of 92,.'W)4 at Ann Arbor, Mich., 
Stanford achieved the deadlock on a 33-yard field goal by Mike 
l^angfotd with only nine seconds left to play. 


Following an opening 34-14 loss to Penn State last week, the 


Cardinals were 20-point underdogs to Michigan, the No, 3 team 
in the country. 
I^angford’s successful kick was his second in the closing 


minutes. With 3:41 remaining, he booted a 40-yard field goal 
to lift Stanford into a 16-16 tie, only to have Hob Wrxid retaliate 
for the Wolverines from 42 yards with 1:36 left. It was Wood's 
fourth field goal of the game and seventh in two weeks. 
Top-ranked Oklahoma, which barely knows the meaning of 


a letdown, scored 23 points in each half to trounce visiting 
Pittsburgh, ranked 15th, 46-10, while No. 2 Ohio State had 
more difficulty in turning back eighth-ranked Penn State, 17- 


9, at Columbus. 
There was only one other casualty among the top IO, and that 
had been expected as No. IO Tennessee dropped a 34-28 
decision to Kith-ranked UCLA. The Bruins were favored by five 
points at home. 
Southern California, rated fourth, beat Oregon St., 24-7, 
Friday night as junior tailback Ricky Bell rushed for 215 yards 
and two touchdowns- his second consecutive 200 yard-plus 
effort. 
In other games Saturday involving the top IO, No. 5 Missouri 
beat Illinois, 30-20, sixth-ranked Nebraska crushed Indiana, 
45-0, seventh ranked Texas beat Washington, 28-10, and ninth- 
ranked Notre Dame beat Purdue, 17-0. 
All America halfback -Joe Washington, although temporarily 
forced out of the game by a crushing tackle in the early going, 
rushed for 166 yards and 
touchdowns of 15, IO and one yards 
in leading Oklahoma to its easy victory. Washington alone 
totaled more ground yardage than the entire Pittsburgh team, 
which had 79, and his advertised duel with Panther star back 
Tony Dorset! proved to be a dud as Dorsett managed only 17 
yards on 12 carries. 


-Junior fullback Pete -Johnson was the key man in the Ohio 
State attack as he punched out 109 yards on the ground and 
two touchdowns before a crowd of 88,093, the second largest 
in Ohio Stadium history,

Buckeye Coach Woody Hayes said. “ And it s because (Arch)

Just rfbout the time Manuel Orantes was racking up Jimm y 
Connors in the United States Open finals at Forest Hills, word 
came from ( leveland that Marty Kay e, a former Kingston High 
School ace. had won still another major tennis title in the 
Greater Cleveland area. 
It also got us to thinking about the history of tennis in 
Kingston and coincidentally a recent conversation with Bob 
Herzog, one of the pioneers of tennis locally . 


Herzog is not amazed by the current tennis craze sweeping 
the country , a time when y ou can’t hardly turn on y our TV 
set without Finding a tennis tournament in progress somewhere 
on the dial, 
“ Tennis was v ery po pular in the 19 20’s and 19 3 0’s," the 
upto wn businessman recalled. “ And then it so rt o f petered 
o ut. “ In o ur time, we had a six -man tennis team that to ured 
the co untry , so to speak, play ing co llege and prep scho o ls.” 
The sex tet included Randall Ro se, Stand and Bo b Han­ 
co ck, Ed Stro ng, Nick Fo wler and Herzo g. Amo ng the 
scho o ls the team play ed were Sto rm King Prep, St. Ste­ 
phens Co llege, Albany Academy and ev en West Po int. 
They were kind o f ro ugh do wn there," Herzo g recalls. 
“ We beat them and they nev er inv ited us back." 


R andall Ruse. W as he the all-tim e No. I play er in the 
K ingston area? How about M arty Kave? Pete Zeeh or Bill 
Zeeh? Interesting speculation all this, and it revives the ageless 
argum ent the old tim ers against the moderns. 
T he statistical evidence weighs heavily in favor of Kay e, who 
was also a basketball play er of note. He never lost a singles 
m atch during an era that was highlighted by play ers of the 
calibre of Irv (Laddie) W heatcroft, Ed M ills, George Baron, 
Pete Zeeh, Gordie K rajna and Dave Bonner to m ention a few. 
After a standout career at Kingston High, 
(19 5 2-5 6 ), Kay e 
moved into the No. I singles berth at G etty sburg, a traditional 
tennis and soccer powerhouse in the East. W hile at G etty sburg, 
M arty won 32 of 34 m atches, including the M iddle A tlantic 
Conference cham pionship in his junior y ear. 


On the lo cal scene, Kay e wo n the Kingsto n City title sev en 
times in sev en tries, the Ulster Co unty title six times and 
the Hudso n Valley title three times. While at fo rt Dix , he 
added the First Army champio nship to his co llectio n o f 
tro phies. 
To day ’s cro p o f play ers in the Kingsto n area is to pno tch. 
There is no do ubt abo ut that. But tho se in the Kay e era had 
so me mighty credentials o f their o wn. 
Fo r ex ample, Wheatcro ft wa s a fo rmer Dav is Cup play er 
fro m England. Ed Mills was No . I singles play er at 
Princeto n fo r three y ears. Baro n wo n the U.S. Atto rney ’s 
title sev eral times. Mills and Baro n play ed o ut o f IBM. 


Pete Zeeh was at his peak in those y ears. So was Gordie 
K rajna. who had won the New York S tate Intercollegiate 
cham pionship in successive y ears. Bonner was probably the 
best tennis play er everin D utchess County , the only area play er 
ever to make it to Forest Hills. 
Kay e never lost a m atch to any of these play ers. In fact, 
during a period of eight y ears, he never lost a m atch to any 
Hudson Valley play er. 


Kay e enjo y ed co nsiderable success in basketball. He was 
high sco rer o n the freshman team at Getty sburg and was 
a v arsity starter o n the Getty sburg team that play ed in a 
co nference that included La Salle, St. J o seph's and Temple. 
After graduating fro m Getty sburg, Marty play ed in the 
Kingsto n area with sev eral teams including Ray ’s Tackle 
Sho p, a do minant quintet in the early 19 6 0’s. He av eraged 
20 po ints ev ery y ear, led the City League in sco ring sev eral 
times and wa s twice v o ted Mo st Valuable Play er in two 
po st-seaso n to urnaments. 
In his first y ear in Clev eland, Marty play ed in the 
Clev eland Majo r League spo nso red by the Clev eland Plain- 
Dealer. The league had sev eral ex -Big Ten play ers in its 
ranks and wa s po ssibly the best city league in the co untry . 


W hether or not M arty Kay e deserves recognition as the No. 
I all-tim e tennis play er in the Kingston area could be highly 
argum entative. It could and probably will produce some lively 
discussions. 
a look back to the early greats of the sport in the area does 
prove one thing—good tennis was play ed locally before the 
current boom. One thing is for sure — the boom is for real. 
T ennis is here to stay —for every body who w ants to play it. 
* * * 
Junior tennis in Ulster C ounty is keeping up w ith the national 
trend, w ith interest at all-tim e high. 
Form er county singles cham pion Pete Zeeh and Kingston 
High School girls tennis coach, who um pired the 19 75 junior 
county cham pionships, agreed th at this y ear’s crop of y oung­ 
sters is the best they have seen in y ears. 
Superintendent of Recreation Andrew M urphy III had the 
Forsy th Park courts in top condition and ex tra seats were 
brought in to accom m odate the large crowds. 
M ore than IOO spectators attended the m atches in the finals. 
Not big by Forest Hills standards, may be, but by far the biggest 
ever for a local junior tournam ent. 
T he tournam ent also proved that Kingston High, w ith Joe 
Argulewicz back for two more y ears and Coleman. High, with 
Paul Ly le back for three, are in great shape for the future.

Army Names Pender

Captian Mel Pender, an Olympic gold medal 
winner and an assistant track coach at West 
Point for the past five years, has been named 
Army’s head track coach for the balance of the 
1975-76 indoor and outdoor seasons. 
Colonel Jack Schuder, director of athletics at 
the U.S. Military Academy, made the an­ 
nouncement of Cpt. Pender’s interim appoint­ 
ment recently. He indicated the permanent 
selection of a track and cross country coach 
would be made prior to the 1976-77 season. 
Coach Pender succeeds Carleton Crowell, 
who died of an apparent heart attack on 
September 4.

years later at Okinawa, began a track career 
that would gain him world wide recognition as 
a sprinter.

ELLENVILLE 
Far from dying a natural death due to 
attrition of interest, the issue of local support 
of Ellenville Central School District students 
has been given a definitive shot in the arm with 
the passage of all four special propositions. 
There was no doubt at all that the largest 
turnout of voters by far in recent years firmly 
endorsed the return of “ normal” busing limits, 
supporting the trans|M»rtation item by a 2-1 
margin. 
And district purchase of instructional sup­ 
plies fared almost as well. Interscholastic ath­ 
letics and cafeteria services passed by much 
smaller margins. 
Kenneth Beck, president of the Ellenville 
Board of Education, was naturally pleased at 
the outcome, with 2,103 voters at the polls in 
the fourth district-wide vote on the 1975-76 
budget. 
After the first two defeats, seven items were 
all turned down Aug. 25, including the four 
passed Friday night. A sign of growing, rather 
than waning, interest was the fact that 1,344 
voters pulled the levers in August and that was 
a larger number than had voted at either of the 
first two (.Hills. 
Beck allowed Saturday that he had had a 
“ feeling that all four would go through.” He 


attributed much of the success in passage this 
time to the help from private persons in the 
district and “ a lot of ginid publicity." 
Of .course, the bulk of the publicity was 
derived from the boycott of classes by upwards 
of 350 schiHil children, supported in most cases 
by their parents, in reaction to the extended 
mileage limits to qualify for school busing. 
Traffic jams on Route 209 were experienced 
Sept. 3 when high school students had to walk 
up to three miles along highways and elemen­ 
tary students up to two miles, and they 
marched en masse with parents, sometimes 
blocking traffic. When ordered by state police 
to stay out of the roads, students opted to stay 
home. 
The modus operendus adopted pending the 
Sept. 19 vote was for students in outlying areas 
to meet at collection points, a scheme that was 
quite successful, according to Beck, as atten­ 
dance last week was at 92 percent for the 
district. 


Starting Monday morning, 
however, the 
buses will roll on “ non-austerity” routes, pick­ 
ing up children in grades K-6 outside 7/10 mile 
from school and older children from one mile 
out.

LOS ANG ELES (UPI) — Patricia Hearst p robably will first g o on trial here 
on 19 state charg es which cou ld p u t her in p rison for life if she is convicted, 
according to federal and local p rosecu tors. 
They said the Dis Ang eles case ag ainst her is strong er than federal hank 
robbery charg es she faces in San Francisco. 
A decision on leg al p roceeding s ag ainst Miss Hearst was ex p ected to be 
annou nced du ring the weekend or early this week. The Los Ang eles Cou nty 
district attorney ’s office and the U.S. attorney in San Francisco conferred on 
the m atter following her arrest. 
A U.S. attorney told local au thorities the federal case ag ainst Miss Hearst 
"has evidence p roblems," according to a rep ort by the Los Ang les Times. 
William and Emily Harris, who face no federal charg es, p robably will be 
brou g ht to Iaw Ang eles nex t week for arraig nment on 18 charg es of kidnap ing , 
robbery and assau lt, according to John Howard, acting district attorney . 
The federal charg es rei>ortedly relied on a p hoto and p hy sical evidence which 
cou ld be challeng ed, bu t the state has Miss Hearst's fing erp rints at the scenes 
of several crimes and at least eig ht witnesses to testify ag ainst her. 
They inclu de two kidnap victims, one of whom wou ld be the state’s star 
witness, Tom Mathews, 19, of Ly nwood, Calif. 
Mathews was kidnap ed from his home May 16, 19 7 4, alleg edly by Miss Hearst 


and the Harrises as they fled after an Ing lewood sp orting g oods store was shot 
u p . 
Mathews told p olice Mrs. Harris said she wanted to test drive his van which 
was for sale. 
She took him arou nd a corner where Harris and Miss Hearst were waiting . 
He was held for 12 hou rs. 
Mathews later said it was "fu n ” to be kidnap ed by Patricia Hearst. He said 
he was sorry she was cau g ht. 
“ I ju st hop ed they wou ld have ju st hid and not hu rt any one and not g et 
cau g ht," he said. 
Ten minu tes after the three left Mathews, Frank Su tton was kidnap ed in 
Griffith Park by two armed women. 
The most seriou s charg e ag ainst the newsp ap er heiress and the Harrises is 
kidnap for the p u rp ose of robbery , which carries a max imu m life sentence in 
p rison. They also face one charg e of simp le kidnap ing , five of assau lt with intent 
to commit mu rder, fou r of assau lt with a deadly weap on, fou r of robbery and 
three of u nlawfu lly taking a vehicle. 
All of the charg es stem from a two-day sp ree throu g h the Los Ang eles area 
last May . The p olice search ended in a fiery shootou t in which six SLA members 
died.

Linda Diamond to Playhouse 


Linda Diamond is a dancer. On stage her body 
sometimes speaks with the accents ot her teach­ 
ers, 
Merce 
Cunningham, 
Jose 
Limon 
and 
^ l a r t h a Graham in that pecuiliarly personal 
American art form known as contemporary 
dance. When she speaks oti-stage, the words are 
as likely to be the tripping Spanish of her native 
Panam a or the lilting French of Paris where she 
worked for the first six years of her career, as the 
straight-forward English of her New York-born 
parents. 
While most dancers trained in the techniques 
of choreographers like Graham and Cunningham 
start in New York and only eventually move off 
to other parts of the United States or to Europe 
or South America, Ms. Diamond started her 
career in Paris and only recently decided to 
return to this country. 
When Linda Diamond and C o m p l y make 
their area debut with a concert at The Woods­ 
tock Playhouse Saturday, Sept. ‘27, at 8:30, the 
choreographer with an international background 
will take another important step in a highly 
unusual career. 
During the years she spent in Paris, Linda 
Diamond performed and choreographed for the 
Theatre Espace Pierre Cardin, the Musee d'Art 
Moderne, the Vile Biennale de Paris, and the 
Festival M ontparnasse as well as in other French 
cities including Rouen, Rennes, and Laon and in 
other European countries like England, Spain 
and Yugoslavia. Less than three years ago she 
returned permanently to the U.S. settling first 
in 
Miami where she founded and 
trained 
FUSION, Florida’s only professional modern 
dance company before she decided to establish 
herself in M anhattan last year. Despite the 
shortness of her stay in the U.S., “ M andala,” 
one of the works Ms. Diamond created for the 
Miami-based FUSION, is being prepared for 
television broadcast on the N ET network. 
Why did someone so well established in Europe 
return to New York and the U.S.? Linda explains 
her arrival in this country in terms of a search 
for a freer, more open atmosphere. Although she 
is trained in ballet and enjoys much of the 
classical work being done, her heart belongs to 
the open exploration,of expression and form so 
dear to Modern Dance. 
“ European groups revere tradition most of all. 
As a result, they don't always welcome ex­ 
perimentation in the arts,” the young choreo­ 
grapher explains. “ Even in Miami, which is one 
of America’s few bi-lingual cities with a substan­ 
tia! and highlv endured Latin population ideas 


of dance often stop at 19th-Century ballet. It’s 
exciting to be back in New York where there is 
so much talent, ferment, and creativity in 
contemporary dance.” 
The results of her own experimentation will he 
very much in evidence at the Woodstock per­ 
formance. Ms. Diamond and her dancers will 
present a program of six works including “ A 
Propos,” a 
humorous piece which employs 
wooden silhouettes as well as live dancers in a 
confusion of identities, and “ M andala,” which 
takes its inspiration l’rom a Tibetan art form and 
i n c l u d e s p r o j e c t i o n s of p a i n t a i n g s by 
G uatem alan painter Rudy M ishaan. Also in the 
concert will be “ H aiku,” “ Q uetzal,” “ Soupir 
and “Tangled W eb,” all choreographed by Ms. 
Diamond. The music for the concert includes 
works by Harry Partch, Varese, Stravinsky, 
Satie, Messiaen, and Bartók.
